After death-had .left him the sole sur- 
vivor of the daring trio, Woodring continued the hazardous bucinesa 
alone. Hi* duty was that of testing experimental planes. Once when 
his plane crashed from 1.500 feet during .a "dog fight," Woodring .took 
to his 'chute and became a member of the Caterpillar Club. In 1930, 
he wa*_»warded the-Distinguished Flyjng Cross jfor hi* fe_a|_i5_Jty_inj;_ 
document* of the Japanese ratification of the London Naval Treaty from 
Vancouver, B. C-, to Newark, N. J., in record time, although Lieutenant
